y& are continuing our discussions with the Department of State 
regarding support, along the lines of our recent conversation, of the 
Science Ofitice and the scientific attaches. 

I am very glad that you are proceeding with the examination of 
the prohiems involved in the resumption of international acieidific 
congresses to fee held in this country. It is a problem that is of 
concern to all of us, but one in vdiich the Agency can not ta^ the 
open initiative. In my oxainion, action should come fr m the scien- 
tific community. We would appreciate being kept informed of the 
progress which you make. 

Botti Dr, Chadwell and I are partictiiarly interested in the views 
expressed in your last paragraph and would welcome particularly from 
you help in identifying those types of problems that can be most effec- 
tively handled by the mechanism of special intensive studies by a small 
group of top BCiemists. Your experience in this type of activity makes 
you particularly qualified to recognise those projects which lend them- 
selves to this mechanism with the greatest promise of benefit to the 
overall intelligence effort.

Dear i'-ir« Dulles: 

The presentation made by l‘ir. Amory, Dr. Chadwell and other 
members of the CIA staff to the Science Advisory Commxttee of ODm on 
January 22 and 23, 195U, was most illuminating and useful to us. 
l^e appreciated also your own willingness to spend some time w th us 
discussing problems of mutual interest. 

We are glad to learn that we have a common interest in 
retaining support of the home and overseas staffs cf the Science 
Office in the State Department. We hope there will be success in 

this endeavor. 

VJe also hope that we can proceed with examination of the 
problems involved in admitting scientists to this country for short 
periods to attend officially sponsored international scientific con- 
S-esses - without exclusion because of political views or affiliations. 
The U. S. would profit in many ways if such gatherings could again be 

held. 

The presentation we heard impressed us with the difficulty 
■of obtaining and evaluating information on the scientific and technica 
activities going on behind the iron curtain. The problem is made easier 
in cases where physical samples of products are available to 'is lor 
analysis, e.g., radioactive air samples, pieces of material available 
for micro-analysis, it was our thought that you might possibly wish to 
enlarge the laboratory facilities available to _ you for such analyses, 
possibly by arrangements vfith a group in an existing Defense or Aid 
laboratory. 

Evaluating technical information presents formidable problems 
and requires experience, imagination and judgment. lou have competent 
scientists on your staff an'd you use many more as consultants. vJe maae
